Next, a coat of cement should 
be applied to the sides and bottom 
of the cut. After this has dried, a

being leveled offf with the surface 
of the cut. If the life has to be used 
immediately, a small piece•^f cloth 
or paper should be cemented over 
the filler so that it will not pick up 
dirt from the road.

This medal was to be given 
us a distinguished Service award. 
When 
the title of distinguished 


service citizen was conferred 
upoi 
Charles H. 
Morrill. of Stromsburg 
prominent Nebraska pioneer, former 
irember and president of the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska board of rog- 
i nts, it was the occasion for uniqut 
and impressive ceremonies. 
Mr. Merrill's career is set forth In 


the adresses, given by the speakers 
George L. Towne, former presi- 


dent of the Kiwanis club, who in- 
troduced the various speakers, sai.i- 


"The city of Lincoln and the state 


of Nebraska na\e reached a stage of 
<!evelopment at which it seems es- 
pecially fitting to honor, in a signal 
way, those who have rendered dis- 
tinguished 
service in building the 


city and the state. 
"Why then 
should this Kiwanis 


club honor Charles H. Morrill? Be- 
cause he has a record of fifty years 
of generous service to his state. He 
came to Nebraska in 1872. Because 
he has a record of thirty years of 
penerous service to our own city— 
Lincoln. He became a. resident 
of 


Lincoln In 1891. 
He was for twelve 
years a regent of the 
university. 


"What he did for that great Institu- 
tion during those twelve years and 
cine* no one knows hotter 
than 


Chancellor Samuel Avery who was a 
atudent and a professor In the uni- 
versity during almost all the yeai.s 
Mr. Morrill was a regent and who 
has been its 
chancellor during al- 


most all the years uince Mr. Morrill 
retired from the board." 
Facts and figures of interest to 


e\ery lover of the state university, 
with the 
personal 
details possihla 


only to one long closely connected 
with that institution, were developed 
by Chancellor 
Samuel Avery, who 
spoke on Mr. Merrill's distinguished, 
service to the University of Nebras- 
ka. His address follows- 
Tt is my pleasure to outline some 


of the distinctive contributions that 
:ir. Morrill made to the VniversHy 
of Nebraska during his twelve years 
of faithful, disinterested, and highly 
< [ficicut service as regent. My wel- 
come task is not entirely easy owinjr 
to the fact that a regent acts through 
:i board.- not as an indKidual ofjl- 
cial. When, 
however, a regent is 


i ecognized as a leader among his 
colleagues, wnen he serves ten of his 
twelve years as president 
of 
tho 


board, we may justlv ascribe to him 
much of the progress made by the 
(^Institution while he holds 
office, 


without 
beUttlincr 
the 
efforts of 
ethers. Hence, a brief outline of tho 
scope of the institution before and 
after Mr. Morrill'3 incumbency will 
Tiorhap.s best express his contribu- 
tions to its progiess 


Small Beginnings and Low 
Standards. 


"The catalog printed in the sum- 


o 


mer of 1889 with announcements for 
1E89 and 1890, came from the press 
just about the time Mr, Morrill was 
nominated for the office. There were 
at that 
time thirty-two professor* 


and other officers Including the fore- 
man at the farm. Of these Dales, 
Barber, Howard, Sherman and Cald- 
well are still with us. 'There were 
427 
students of 
whom 
200 were 


classified as of college rank, thoush 
probably half of these could not gain 
ndmi&ssion under present standards. 
The 
complete 
roster of 
abjnvi! 


showed 175 names. The totaOuBl- 
ness of the year 1S8S-S9, Including 
nil receipts and disbursements, was 
less than the present annual receipts 
and the business transacted in the 
cafeterias which the university main- 
tains. Yet the university was near- 
ly twenty years old and had an hon- 
Jiable history - 


"Regent Morrill took his seat on 


the board during the period when a 
quiet search was in progress for a 
head 
of the 
institution 
Doctor 
i'essey, acting chancellor, was anx- 
ious to be relieved from 
executive 
work. 
The selecting of Chancellor 


Canlield showed Me. Merrill's broad- 
minded attitude in university af- 
fairs. Thouph Mr. Morrill had betm 
elected by the 
republican 
party, 


then under the control of the typi- 
cal groups that had come into powtr 
in the west after the Civil war. he 
showed his broad-minded spirit in 
cordiallv supporting Chancellor Cai- 
field who was that time, on account 
of his economic theories, out of favo^- 
| with the dominant lepublicanism of 
Kansas. The coming of Dr. Canfield 
proved most fortunate to the univer- 
sity. However, It should not be for- 
gotten that the period of growth and 
, expansion had actually begun dur- 
ing Doctor Bessey's administration 
! and that great regents like Gere. 
! Morrill. and 
others, 
through th^lr 
foundation work, made possible the, 
brilliant development during Doctor 
Canfield's administration 


Era of Culture and Agriculture. 
"I venture 
the opinion that Mr. 


Morrill considers the administration 
of Chancellor MacLean as the golden 
period of his service as regent. 
A. 
very warm personal friendship ex- 
isted between the two, a friendship 
which still gives a beautiful coloring 
to their evening skies. It was dur- 
ing this period that Regent Morrill 
found an opportunity to work for 
tho development of agriculture in 
the state, which he has always had 
much at heart The development of 
the farm campus began. The schooi

of agriculture was organized. 
Col- 


lege work in agriculture began 
to 
take form. And I suspect 
that It 
was largely due to the influence ot 
Kegent Merrill that Chancellor Mac- 
Lean, quite the reverse of a farmer 
m appearance began to make his well 
remembered talks in Nebraska 
on 


"culture and agriculture." 
* "Again In the early administration 
of Chancellor Andrews, Regent Mor- 
rill 
showed his broad-mlmled at- 


titude. Always a gold standard ad- 
vocate, he could not view with en- 
thusiasm the joy of the sixteen to 
one group 
when Dr. Andrews was 
selected, but he supported the latter 
in the work of the university moat 
loyally and stood unflinchingly with 
the chancellor in 
maintaining that 
no political influences should dictati 
appointments m the University of 
JXebraska. 


"A brief 
reference to th« first 


catalog issued after his retirement 
from the board in the summer of 
1JO" shows the

^•nsiderable number of dty officials have been in the 
habit of going to the annual meetings of the Iowa league 
of municipalities, heldTin different cities, and charging 


"their expenses to the municipal treasury. The state 


law allows two representatives from each city to do this. 
but in 1S20 eleven members of the Council Bluffs city 
administration made the trip to Des Mo'nes. During the 
past three years. ov*r »700 lias been illegally drawn 
from the Council Bluffs treasury on this account. 


The federal government sets a bad example to the 


rest of the country in providing junkets for its officers 
and employes. A year ago. Secretary Denby of the 
'navy commandeered one of the big war vessels to take 
himself and a large party of his old classmates at the 
Annapolis naval academy, without cost to themselves, 
on a trip to Japan, where they were entertained at the 
expense of the Japanese government by one of its otfi-> 
cialn.

Figures reported by the cuaton* 


and excise department for Great 
Britian show a decline* of $»5,06fl.OOO 
in ifevenue for the sale ot aplri^ in 
a fiscal ycitr and u galu of t per cent 
in the consumption of tea. 
England uses 
chiefly black tea, 
from India and Ceylon. We ui-wcure 
our tea mainly from Japan. Russia 
depends on China. We find that t*a 
a novelty to Pepys as late at 
^.j. in that year he records: "1 did 
send for .1 cup of tea, a China drink, 
of which 1 had never drunit before." 
In that tentative experimental day, 
which found the East India company 
solemnly presenting the king with 
two pounds of "thea" no statesman 
imagined that tea leaves, rather than 
straws, would show which way the 
winds of America's insuccestionary 
opinion were blowing not much more 
than a century later.
